An  interest  in  the  past  coupled  with  a  fine 
o memory  served  my  mother  well  as  a  reservoir  for 
tales  of  the  long  ago.  To  her  I  am  indebted 
for  the  first  glimmer  of  interest  in  my  fore- 
\  bears,  although  then  too  pre-occupied  with  mun¬ 
dane  affairs  to  take  full  advantage  of  her 
knowledge. 


I  remembered  that  she  noted  the  name  DEE  was 
yof  French  origin,  formerly  DAVOL,  which  has  been 
substantiated  by  several  descendants.  Manches¬ 
ter  Chase,  a  grandson-in-law  of  Elijah  Dee  was 
reported  to  have  said  the  name  was  changed  be- 
N^cause  they  disliked  being  called  "Devil."  The 
\cjname  "DeVolve"  was  given  by  Jeremiah  Dee,  while 
Lottie  (Dee)  Wolcott  reaffirmed  the  change,  and 
added  that  a  fortune  in  France  was  unable  to  be 
collected,  a  statement  borne  out  by  Charlotte 
Dee  (Blatchley)  McCall  and  Jennie  (Dee)  Brouse. 


It  Is  hoped  that  this  memorial  to  the  early 
teachings  of  my  mother  may  prove  to  be  an  inspi¬ 
ration  and  help  to  many  who,  like  her,  hark  back 
to  y hat  has  gone  before. 


FOREWORD 


The  Davol-Dee  family  history  has  been  hither- 
tofore  shrouded  in  mystery,  with  the  exception 
of  The  Davol-Willits  Ancestry,  the  history  of 
one  line  of  the  Davol  family,  stemming  from  the 
Dartmouth,  Massachusetts  branch,  much  of  which 
is  included  herein.  Hence,  it  was  a  pioneering 
venture  to  follow  the  family  trek  from  Rhode  Is¬ 
land  to  Connecticut  and  from  there  to  northwest¬ 
ern  Vermont,  from  where  descendants  ventured 
toward  the  borders  of  civilization,  during  which 
time  we  find  the  name  DAVOL  changed  to  DEE. 

My  knowledge  of  the  family  centered  in  my 
grandfather’s  family,  and  so,  because  of  my  in¬ 
terest  in  family  lore,  ray  daughter  Dorothy  and 
her  husband  while  touring  the  New  England  states 
stopped  in  Georgia,  Vermont,  where  they  met  Mar¬ 
ion  Dee,  wife  of  Hiram  Dee,  grandson  of  Elijah 
Dee,  the  Vermont  pioneer.  Also,  in  1947*  my 
youngest  daughter  and  husband  spent  considerable 
time  in  Georgia  and  St.  Albans,  Vermont,  and  col 
lected  family  data  of  inestimable  value  when  Mar 
garet  accompanied  her  mother  and  me  in  1951 • 

In  1950j  when  I  reached  the  decision  to  learn 
more  of  the  family  and  which  ancestor  anglicized 
the  name,  Marion  Dee  referred  me  to  Lottie  (Dee) 
Wolcott,  Malcolm,  Iowa,  who  mentioned  Lottie  Dee 
of  Brooklyn,  Iowa.  Cordie  Austin,  a  descendant 
of  the  babe,  Mercy,  held  in  her  mother’s  arms 
during  the  trip  to  Georgia,  Vermont,  gave  impet¬ 
us  to  the  project.  A  member  of  the  fourth  gen¬ 
eration  from  Elijah  Dee,  and  having  spent  most 
of  her  life  in  and  around  St.  Albans,  she  posses 
sed  a  fund  of  information  and  was  tireless  in  se 
curing  additional  facts.  Charlotte  McCall,  of 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  Rupert  Dee  Blatchley  of  St*  Albans 
Vt.,  Verna  Stygles  and  Gladys  Minckler  of  Mil¬ 
ford  and  Highgate,  Vt.,  Mrs.  Blanche  Mathiesen 
of  Sioux  Falls,  S.  D.,  Bertha  Bliss  Cowles, 
Truxton,  N.  Y. ,  Glenn  Dee,  Ft.  Dodge,  Iowa,  Mrs. 
David  Harrison,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  Hiram  Dee 
of  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  Mary  Elizabeth  Batcheller 


of  Bethel,  Vt.,  and  many  others  made  possible 
this  record  by  their  splendid  co-operation,  and 
to  whom  we  wish  to  express  heartfelt  gratitude. 

Shakespeare  gives  man  seven  ages,  but  we 
would  rather  settle  for  three.  In  extreme  youth 
our  thoughts  are  of  present  pains  and  pleasures.

1619,  d.  Newport,  Rhode 
Island,  1680;  perhaps 
as  William  Devel,  m. 
Spalding,  Lincolnshire, 
England,  1639,  - . 

Holmes1  Directory  of 
Ancestral  Heads  of  New 
England  Families  states 
the  name  Davol  (in  var¬ 
ious  spellings)  is  of 
French  origin,  derived 
from  Deyville,  a  village 
or  district  in  France 
anglicized  from  the  name 
David. 

Dayville*s  Original 
House  (or  Home),  Alanson 
Normandie.  deDeivell  df 
Eivell  (Sir  Gosceline) 
and  brother  Robert  hang¬ 
ed  at  York,  1317 •  John 
de  Eiville,  Yorkshire, 
son  of  Gocelin,  1257* 
Walter  Barbatius,  Lord 
of  Daiville,  witnessed 
a  charter  of  Trepod,105>6 
Walter  de  Daiville,  his 
son,  accompanied  the  Con 
queror.  Castle  at  the 
Hode,  Yorkshire — Memor¬

Devall  monument  in 
church  at  Warminghurst, 
Sussex,  England.  Orig¬ 
inal  settler,  Robert 
Davall,  of  Sudbury  (?Suf 
folk,  England  or  New  Eng 
land),  made  Henry  Rice 
of  London  his  attorney 
to  collect  dues  on  land 
called  "Warrots"  in  Bark 
hamstead,  als.

Descendants  of  Eli¬ 
jah  Dee,  a  grt-grt- 
grandson  of  William  Da¬ 
vol,  progenitor  of  this 
family  in  the  United 
States,  have  a  family 
tradition  that  the  name 
was  of  French  origin, 
and  that  a  fortune  in 
France  was  unable  to  be 
collected. 

William  Davol  set¬ 
tled  first  in  Duxbury, 
Massachusetts,  where, 
Aug.  3,  161^0,  he  desir¬ 
ed  a  parcel  'of  land  ly¬ 
ing  between  Edmund 
Chandler  and  John  House 
and  Abraham  Sampson, 
such  a  portion  as  the 
Court  shall  be  pleased 
to  allow  him.  June  24, 
1643,  be  was  at  Brain¬ 
tree,  Massachusetts, 
where  his  son  John  was 
born.  Dec.  26,  1645, 
at  Rehoboth,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  he  was  granted 
the  house  lot,  &c., 
that  was  laid  out  to 
John  Sutton,  "forasmuch 
as  he  hath  not  come  to 
live  among  us."  Jan. 

7,  1646,  he  bought  of 
John  Hazell  the  house 
where  William  Devol  now 
dwelleth  in,  and  the 
lot. 

Feb.  9,  1647,  certain 
persons  were  granted 
leave  to  set  up  a  weir 
upon  the  cove  before 
William  Davol* s  house, 
and  one  upon  Pawtucket 
River,  "provided  they

hinder  not  either  Eng¬ 
lish  nor  Indians  from 
fishing  at  the  falls  in 
either  place,  and  they

Captain 
in  1690,  and  representa¬ 
tive  in  1694“95*  His 


house  on  the  Post  road 
evidently  used  for  the 
accommodation  of  travel¬ 
ers,  Madame  Sarah 
Knight,  a  Boston  school 
teacher,  in  "The  Journal 
of  Madame  Knight,  1825, 
reprinted  1920,  Pages 
19-21,  has  this  to  say: 

’’Wedensday,  0ctobr 
4th  (1704).  About  four 
in  the  morning  we  set 
out  for  Kingston  (for 
so  was  the  town  called) 
with  a  french  Doctor  in 
our  company.  Hee  and 
ye  Post  put  on  very 
furiously,  so  that  I 
could  not  keep  up  with 
them,  only  as  now  and 
then  they’d  stop  till 
they  see  mee.  This  Rode 
was  poorly  furnished 
wth  accommodations  for 
Travellers,  so  that  wee 
were  forced  to  ride  22 
miles  by  the  post’s  ac¬ 
count,  but  neerer  thir¬ 
ty  by  mine,  before  wee 
could  bait  so  much  as 
our  Horses,  wc^  I  ex¬ 
ceedingly  complained  of. 
But  the  post  encourag’d 
mee  by  saying  wee  should 
be  well  accommodated 
anon  at  Mr.  Devill’s  a 
few  miles  further.  But 
I  questioned  whether  we 
ought  to  go  to  the  Devil 
to  be  helpt  out  of  af¬ 
fliction.  However,

Jonathan  Davol  re¬ 
moved  from  Newport, 

Rhode  Island  to  Dart¬ 
mouth,  Massachusetts, 
and  became  the  ancestor 
not  only  of  the  Bristol 
County,  Massachusetts 
family  of  Davol,  but 
also  of  the  Dutchess 
County,  New  York  branch, 
which  spelled  the  name  ” 
,,Deuel,,or  "Deuell." 

Many  descendants 
through  his  sons  Jona¬ 
than,  Joseph  and  Jere¬ 
miah  were  to  be  found 
in  Dutchess  County,  New 
York,  before,  during 
and  after  the  Revolution 

The  History  of  Little 
Nine  Partners,  1897, 
contains  evidence  of 
the  family  in  Pine 
Plains . 

Oct.  31,  1677,  he  and 
forty-seven  others  were 
granted  five  thousand 
acres  to  be  called  East 
Greenwich,  Rhode  Island, 
in  which  place  he  never 
settled. 

At  Dartmouth,  Aug. 

19,  1698,  he  sold  to 
Nathaniel  Potter,  Sr. 
of  Dartmouth,  fifty 
acres  located  in  Dart¬ 


mouth  for  Ll4« 

•  Dartmouth,  Bristol 
County,  Massachusetts, 
the  birthplace  of  so 
many  of  this  old  Rhode 
Island  family,  was  the 
town  where  so  many  of 
the  descendants  of  the 
early  Rhode  Island  fami¬ 
lies  settled,  drawn 
there  probably  because 
of  its  proximity  to 
Rhode  Island,  their 
cradle  and  because  of 
its  agricultural  possi¬ 
bilities,  as  most  of 
its  early  inhabitants 
were  farmers,  with  a 
complement  of  black¬ 
smiths,  millers  and 
the  like. 

Many  of  the  early 
Davol  residents  followed 
the  blacksmith  profes¬ 
sion,  with  the  land  re¬ 
cords  in  Taunton,  the 
county  seat  of  Bristol 
County,  referring  to 
them  as  such. 

Taunton  early  became 
a  silver  manufacturing 
city,  and  today  (1953) 
many  of  the  famous  old 
silversmiths  of  Taunton 
have  their  names  per¬ 
petuated  in  firms  still 
turning  out  solid  silver 
ware  in  Taunton,  Mass. 

So  the  Davol  family 
migrated  to  Taunton  and 
farther  afield.

He  and  brother  Dan¬ 
iel  were  soldiers  in 
the  Ninth  Company,  Cap¬ 
tain  Thomas  Pierce  of 
Plainfield,  French  and 
Indian  war.  Elijah  was 
also  in  the  Company  of 
Captain  Andrew  Ward, 
who  was  from  Guilford, 
Conn.,  and  from  Apr.  2 
-Dec.  1,  1758  in  that 
of  Captain  Peleg  Red- 
field  of  Killingworth. 

Family  history  states 
that  Elijah  Dee  moved 
to  Georgia,  Vermont  in 
1787 1  but  he  did  not 
move  his  family  there 
until  the  winter  of 
1790-91,  so  it  is  prob¬ 
able  that  he  spent  the 
intervening  summers  pre¬ 
paring  a  home  for  the 
family,  a  customary  pro¬ 
cedure  in  those  days. 

The  Vermont  1790  Census 
was  not  taken  until 
1791  as  it  was  not  a 
state  in  1790,  and  gives 
Elijah  and  family,  where 
as,  the  Connecticut  Cen- 


sus  gives  his  wife  liv¬ 
ing  in  Saybrook. 

Elijah  and  family 
made  the  journey  from 
Saybrook,  Conn,  to  Geor¬ 
gia,  Vt.  in  the  dead  of 
winter,  1790-91,  on  a 
sled  drawn  by  oxen.  His 
wife  rode  on  the  sled  in 
a  ladderback  splintbot- 
tom  chair,  made  at  La- 
banon,  Syria.  She  held 
her  six-month-old  infant 
daughter,  Mercy,  in  her 
arms  • 

The  journey  consumed 
about  eight  weeks.  As 
the  Connecticut  River 
does  not  freeze  over  at 
Saybrook,  they  went  a- 
long  one  side  of  the 
river  until  they  reached 
the  point  where  it 
was  frozen  over,  then 
proceeded  up  on  the  riv¬ 
er  to  Charleston,  New 
Hampshire,  from  whence 
they  traveled  across 
Vermont  on  the  old 
"Crown  Point  Military 
Road,”  built  by  Lord  Am¬ 
herst,  the  first  high¬ 
way  ever  built  in  Ver¬ 
mont.  The  road  cut  a- 
cross  from  "Old  Port  lj." 
at  Charleston,  N.  H.  to 
Crown  Point,  N.  Y.  on 
Lake  Champlain. 

When  he  reached  Lake 
Champlain  he  continued 
up  the  lake  on  the  ice, 
north  to  the  mouth  of 
the  Lamoille  River  at 
Milton,  Vt.,  followed 
east  up  the  river  until 
they  reached  the  road 
that  went  north  to  Geor¬ 
gia,  Vt. 
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At  this  point  they 
rested  awhile  on  the 
farm  of  Solomon  Cooley, 
(later  Washington  Dee's 
father-in-law)  where 
they  occupied  one  of 
his  farm  buildings. 

Then  they  continued 
north  to  Georgia  Center 
Vt.,  where  Elijah  had 
bought  a  farm  a  little 
northeast  of  the  Steph¬ 
en  Davis  homelot.  A 
log  cabin  was  their 
first  home,  replaced 
later  by  a  frame  house. 
The  farm  was  purchased 
from  Nathaniel  Wood  for 
the  sum  of  One  Hundred 
and  Fifty  Pounds.  It 
was  located  north  of 
the  main  highway  lead¬ 
ing  west  to  St.  Albans 
and  east  to  Milton,  and 
the  log  cabin  was  erect 
ed  in  the  southeast  cor 
ner  of  the  farm,  join¬ 
ing  that  of  Stephen  Da¬ 
vis,  whose  son,  William 
Young  Davis,  later  mar¬ 
ried  Mercy  Dee,  the  in¬ 
fant  carried  in  her 
mother ' s  arms  from  Con¬ 
necticut  to  Vermont. 

The  Davis  burying 
ground,  final  resting 
place  of  Elijah,  his 
wife  and  descendants  of 
his  youngest  daughter, 
is  a  short  distance 
northeast  of  the  farm. 

Saybrook,  Connecti¬ 
cut,  the  former  hoitie  of 
the  Vermont  Dee  family, 
was  settled  in  1635  and 
covered  an  extensive 
territory  since  divided 
into  several  townships. 
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The  Congregational 
Church  formed  In  1639 
became  the  nucleus  for 
several  growing  congre¬ 
gations  within  the  lim¬ 
its  of  the  original 
township,  including  Ches¬ 
ter  and  Westbrook,  home 
of  the  Dee  family*  The 
Westbrook  Church  known 
as  the  Second  Church  of 
Saybrook  was  formed  in 
1726,  the  town  being  in¬ 
corporated  in  I8I4.O.  The 
Third  Church  of  Saybrook 
Known  as  Chester  was 
formed  in  17^.2,  Chester 
incorporated  as  a  town 
in  1836*  Bailey* s  Early 
Connecticut  Marriages 
contain  the  marriages 
of  the  parents  of  Eli¬ 
jah  Dee  as  well  as  his 
marriage  to  Miriam  Jones 

(2:113#  116). 

In  June  1950,  we  vis¬ 
ited  Saybrook,  and  met 
Alice  Stannard  in  the 
probate  office,  who  told 
us  she  was  a  descendant 
of  the  Dee  family,  and 
directed  us  to  the  home 
of  Miss  Caroline  Moore 
of  Westbrook,  who  lived 
in  the  former  Westbrook 
Hotel,  owned  by  her  par¬ 
ents  and  grandparents. 
She  and  her  sister  had 
spent  much  time  on  an¬ 
cestral  research,  during 
which  they  visited  ceme¬ 
teries,  checked  records, 
etc.  A  family  chart  pre¬ 
pared  by  her  is  now  in 
the  possession  of  her 
sister.  Miss  Adelaide  S. 
Moore,  now  residing  with 
sister,  Mrs.  Leon  Gregg,

Rev.  Alvah  Sabin,  a 
prominent  and  beloved 
minister,  gives  the  fol¬ 
lowing  sketch  of  Mr. 

Dee  in  Hemenway’s  Ver¬ 
mont  Historical  Gazet¬ 
teer,  volume  2:2l| 0: 

"He  was  a  man  of 
marked  character;  ex¬ 
pressed  his  opinions  in 
a  confident  manner,  and 
dealt  with  sharp  plain¬ 
ness  with  those  that  he 
thought  deserved  it. 

He  was  a  man  of  strict 
integrity,  and  managed 
his  affairs  in  a  close 
and  independent  manner; 
and  he  himself  was  un¬ 
shackled  in  all  his 
deals  with  men." 

We  often  wonder  why 
our  ancestors  settled 
in  faraway  places,  and, 
generally  speaking,  a 
group  of  people  from  a 
certain  section  is  led 
by  a  minister  or  some 
other  outstanding  per¬ 
son  in  the  community, 
hence  we  find  that  the 
first  sermon  preached 
in  Georgia,  Vermont, 
was  by  Rev.  Mr.  Murdock, 
of  Saybrook,  Connecti¬ 
cut,  presumably  the  one 
who  later  became  profes¬ 
sor  of  languages  in  the 
University  of  Vermont. 

In  1793*  a  Congrega¬ 
tional  church  consist¬ 
ing  of  the  following 
members,  viz .--William 
Post,  Keziah  (Jones) 
Post,  Elijan  Dee,  Mir¬ 
iam  (Jones)  Dee.... was 
organized  by  Rev.  Mr. 
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Smith,  a  missionary,  Chloe  Withers  and  Di- 

and  the  13th  inst.,  an-  ana  Wood  and  reared  10 
other  special  town  meet-  children* 
ing  was  held.  This  shows  Elijah  Janes  first 


that  William  Post  and 
Elijah  Dee  and  their 
wives,  sisters,  were 
the  leading  spirits  in 
Georgia  during  that  per¬ 
iod. 

On  the  first  Monday 
of  April  1803,  a  town 
meeting  was  held  at 
which  it  was  voted  to 
settle  Mr.  Publius  Virgi 
lius  Booge,  of  Winches¬ 
ter,  Conn.,  as  their 
minister,  and  the  sub¬ 
scribers  to  this  peti¬ 
tion  were  headed  by  Wil¬ 
liam  Post,  Daniel  Lay, 
Elijah  Dee... Jesse  Post, 
Joseph  Stannard. . .Asa 
Stannard. . .Francis  Da¬ 
vis...  James  Evarts... 
Frederic  Bliss... Abel 
Post .. .Nath* 1  Lay... Dan¬ 
iel  Stannard. . .William 
Post,  Jr... Elijah  Dee, 

Jr .. .Washington  Dee... 
Abner  Bliss. . .Sam* 1 
Stannard,  Jr...  Heman

all  closely  connected 
with  the  Dee  family.

GEORGIA: 

Settlers  Came  From  Many 
Points . 

By  Lionel  C.  Levick. 
William  K.  Warner  came 
from  Rutland  County  to 
Georgia  at  an  early  date 
He  was  married  thrice, 
to  Matilda  Winters, 


settled  in  Grand  Isle 
County,  and  at  an  early 
date  settled  in  Georgia. 
He  married  Anna  Baker 
and  reared  a  family  of 
eight  children. 

Edmund  Towne,  who  be 
came  Georgia fs  first 
town  clerk,  located 
here  early  in  the  town*s 
history.  He  reared  a 
family  of  several  chil¬ 
dren  and  died  here  at 
an  advanced  age.  The 
Towne  family  dated 
their  ancestry  back  to 
the  year  127il>  when  Wil¬ 
liam  De  La  Towne  was  a 
resident  of  Alverly,  a 
village  in  Shropshire, 
England.  The  first  of 
the  name  in  this  coun¬ 
try  was  William  Towne, 
who  was  born  in  England 
about  1600.  It  is  just 
possible  that  descend¬ 
ants  of  these  people 
may  be  residing  in  Geor¬ 
gia. 

Comming  here  at  an 
early  date  was  Peter 
Miner  from  Topsham,  N. 

H.  At  the  time  he  ar¬ 
rived  there  was  but  one 
house  between  Georgia 
Center  and  Burlington. 

He  reared  a  family  of 
nine  children  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Sally,  Stephen, 
Hannah,  Polly,  Asa,  Ab¬ 
el,  Betsy,  Belinda  and 
.Horace • 

Abel  Pierce,  another 
of  the  early  settlers. 
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located  on  the  main  road 
north  of  the  Center  and 
afterwards  removed  to 
West  Georgia,  where  he 
later  was  killed  in 
mill  machinery.  His 
children  numbered  eight- 
Thomas,  Betsey,  Hiram, 
Abel,  Judson,  Harriet, 
Nathan  and  Betsey  II. 

Leomi  Patte  came  to 
Georgia  among  the  early 
settlers.  His  children 
numbered  10. 

Elijah  Dee,  from  Say- 
brook,  Conn.,  came  to 
this  town  in  1791  and 
located  near  the  Center. 
He  reared  a  family  of 
nine  children,  of  whom 
Maj.  Elijah,  the  third 
child,  became  quite  a 
leading  citizen  and 
raised  a  family  of  13 
children.  Elijah,  Sr. 
died  Dec.  2l+,  1827 , 
when  80.  He  came  to 
this  town  in  the  dead 
of  winter,  on  a  sled 
drawn  by  a  yoke  of  oxen, 
his  youngest  child  then 
being  but  six  months  old 

Other  early  settlers 
in  Georgia  whose  descend 
ants  may  still  reside 
there  were:  William 
Post,  who  came  from  Rut¬ 
land  in  1791.  His  son, 
Maj.  Henry  Post,  a  pen¬ 
sioner  of  the  War  of 
1812,  died  here  in  June 
1882,  when  99. 

Joseph  Evarts,  son  of 
Reuben  Evarts,  came  here 
in  1790  from  Sunderland, 
Vt.  He  married  Sally 
Allen,  a  niece  of  Gen. 
Ira  Allen,  in  1792.  He 


reared  a  family  of  10 
children.  His  death 
occurred  in  l8i|.0.  Char¬ 
les  Caldwell  came  from 
Guilford,  Conn.,  in 
1791.  His  children  num¬ 
bered  12. 

Abner  D.  Purmont, 
born  in  Exeter,  N.  H., 
in  1781,  located  here 
in  1797.  Twice  married, 
he  reared  a  family  of 
six  children. 

David  Clark  came 
here  from  Middleborough, 
Mass.,  in  1795.  His 
son,  David  P.,  was  born 
Nov.  7,  1802,  and  resid¬ 
ed  here  until  his  death, 
Peb.  11,  1868.  He  was 
the  father  of  the  Rev. 
Charles  W.  Clark,  the 
pastor  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tional  Church,  and  also 
father  of  the  Rev. 

George  H.  Clark,  pastor 
of  the  Congregational 
Church  of  St.  Johnsbury, 
Center. 

Titus  Bushnell  came 
from  Saybrook,  Conn., 

.in  1795.  He  married 
Hannah  Post,  daughter 
-of  William  Post,  and 
reared  a  family  of  six 
children. 

Elisha  Hale  came 
here  from  Rutland  when 
12.  He  subsequently 
moved  to  the  west  of 
Georgia  Center,  where 
he  died  in  1788,  ae.  94* 

Nathaniel  M.  Torrey 
immigrated  to  this  town 
from  Lanesboro,  Mass., 
in  1794*  He  operated  a 
store  near  the  lake, 
one  of  the  first  intown. 


He  later  removed  to 
Georgia  Center,  where 
he  conducted  business  a 
long  time  in  Company 
with  his  eldest  son, 
Nathaniel.  He  reared  a 
family  of  10  children. 

The  Rev.  Alvah  Sabin, 
who  for  a  period  of  4^ 
years  was  pastor  of  the 
Baptist  Church  here, 
was  born  in  this  town 
in  1793#  and  removed  to 
Illinois  in  1880,  where 
he  resided. 

Jonathan  Hill  came 
from  Pownal,  Vt.,  in 
1795.  His  family  of 
children  numbered  10. 

Israel  Jocelyn,  born 
in  Kensington,  Conn., 
in  1770,  came  here  in 
1795 •  He  married  Chloe 
Brigham  of  Milton,  by 
whom  he  had  a  family  of 
eight  children. 

William  Smith  came 
from  Conway,  Mass.,  in 
1799.  He  served  in  the 
War  of  1812,  married 
Polly  Camp  and  reared  a 
family  of  six  children.

Judge  Frederick  Bliss 
was  one  of  the  early 
settlers  of  Georgia,  com¬ 
ing  here  in  1786  from 
Williamstown,  Mass.,  and 
locating  at  what  is  called 
Georgia  Center.  He 
married  Polly,  daughter 
of  Stephen  Davis,  but 
died  childless,  on  Nov. 

8,  1827,  when  65*  He 
was  the  first  constable 
in  the  town,  many  years 
a  selectman,  and  held 
at  different  periods 
nearly  every  town  of¬ 
fice.  He  was  a  repre¬ 
sentative  in  1819,  was 
for  nine  years  a  member 
of  the  governors  coun¬

When  the  Vermont  mili¬ 
tia  was  called  into  ser¬ 
vice  in  1813,  Georgia 
contributed  a  small  com¬ 
pany  under  the  command 
of  Capt.  Jesse  Post. 
Elijah  Dee,  Jr.  was  Maj¬ 


or,  and  Hira  Hill,  Sur¬ 
geon's  Mate--and  signed 
the  reply  to  the  procla¬ 
mation  of  the  Governor, 
ordering  them  to  return 
to  their  homes,  refusing 
to  comply  until  regular¬ 
ly  discharged  by  the  U. 

S.  authorities ... .On 
the  first  Tuesday  of 
Sept.  1814#  there  was 
an  alarm  that  raised 
every  citizen.  The 
British  were  moving  on 
Plattsburgh  by  land  and 
water.  At  the  close  of 
the  Freemen's  Meeting, 
teams  were  provided  and 
all  set  out  for  the  Sand 
Bar,  a  fording  place 
from  the  south  west  paxt 
of  Milton  to  South  Hero. 
It  was  after  dark  when 
they  arrived  at  ”The 
Bar,”  but  nothing  daunt¬ 
ed  they  undertook  the 
formidable  task  of  grop¬ 
ing  their  way  across. 

The  wagons  became  entan¬ 
gled  among  the  snags  and 
the  men  were  obliged  to 
get  into  the  water  up 
to  their  waists,  and 
sometimes  to  the  arm- 
pits,  to  extricate  them. 
When  about  halfway  over 
there  was  an  alarm,  sev¬ 
eral  men  insisting  that 
the  British  barges  were 
coming.  All  were  order¬ 
ed  to  halt,  form  in  line 
as  nearly  as  practicab¬ 
le,  load  their  muskets 
and  prepare  to  receive 
the  enemy.  But  no  ene¬ 
my  came,  and  after  a 
short  delay  they  pro¬ 
ceeded,  reaching  the 


west  shore  of  the  island 
the  next  day  when  they 
were  organized  into  a 
company  with  Elijah  Dee, 
Jr.,  for  captain,  Jesse 
Post,  lieutenant,  Sey¬ 
mour  Eggleston,  ensign, 
and  Alvah  Sabin,  orderly 
sergeant.  Here,  as  men 
continued  to  arrive,  a 
new  organization  was  ef¬ 
fected  and  Elijah  Dee, 
Jr.  was  made  Major,  Jes¬ 
se  Post,  captain,  and 
Alvah  Sabin,  orderly  ser- 
geant  as  before.  A  new 
enrollment  was  made  by 
Sergeant  Sabin  on  the 
top  of  a  high  horse 
block  in  the  street. 

The  roll  was  called  two 
or  three  times,  when  it 
was  lost  and  never  re¬ 
written.  The  men  were 
marched  down  to  the  Port 
and  supplied  with  arms 
until  the  supply  was  ex¬ 
hausted.  The  ’’Green 
Mountain  Boys”  were 
known  by  the  sprig  of 
evergreen  in  their  hat¬ 
bands.

She 
adds,  "All  these  years 
when  we  have  rolled 
swiftly  along  the  high¬ 
way  between  Stanbridge, 
Canada  and  Georgia,  Vt*, 
I’ve  thought  that  per¬ 
haps  I  was  following 
the  trail  that  my  great¬ 
grandmother  traveled 
over  on  horseback.  The 
thought  has  always 
thrilled  me,  and  one  of 
my  treasures  is  a  small 
taper-legged  table  which 
belonged  to  Hannah  (Dee) 
Smith."

known  as  the  "Lebanon 
Chair,"  made  about  1790 
in  Lebanon,  Syria,  Asia. 
1953,  in  possession  of 
Cordie  (Chase)  Austin, 
granddaughter  of  Mercy 
Jones  (Dee)  (Davis) 
Godfrey. 

After  her  first  mar¬ 
riage,  she  and  her  hus¬ 
band  lived  in  the  frame 
house  built  by  Stephen 
Davis  about  1806,  still 
standing,  and  still  own¬ 
ed  by  descendants. 

In  1827,  after  death 
of  Elijah  Dee,  his  widow 
lived  with  her  youngest 
daughter,  and  about  I838 
she  moved  with  her  daugh¬ 
ter  and  second  husband, 
James  Godfrey  and  two 
children  moved  to  the 
new  li^-room  house  which 
James  Godfrey  had  built 
on  the  120-acre  farm  he 
had  purchased  near  Lake 
Champlain. 

One  room  was  especial¬ 
ly  built  for  Mercy* s 
loom,  and  had  to  be  much 
higher  to  accommodate 
the  large  loom.  Here 
she  made  the  wool  and 
flax  into  yarn  and 
thread,  wove  them  into 
cloth  for  family  garments 
and  household  articles. 

A  good  cook,  when  she 
made  doughnuts,  her  moth¬ 
er  liked  nothing  better 
than  to  sit  in  the  old 
Lebanon  chair,  rock  and 
enjoy  the  doughnuts  and 
a  mug  of  cider. 

Mercy* s  two  children, 
Elijah  and  Abigail  Davis 
remained  on  the  Davis 
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place;  1844,  Abigail 
married  and  moved  away, 
but  Elijah,  unmarried, 
remained  there  until  his 
death,  when  his  half-sis 
ter,  Hannah  (Godfrey) 
Chase,  became  heir  to 
the  property.  Her  dau¬ 
ghter,  Bertha  (Chase) 
Smith  and  husband  bought 
the  place,  and  lived 
there  with  their  child¬ 
ren.  Their  son  Albert 
moved  to  Norwalk,  Ohio; 
Zelia  married  and  moved 
away,  and  now  (1953) 
Herbert  Smith,  grt-grand 
son  of  Mercy  Jones  (Dee) 
(Davis)  Godfrey,  is  the 
owner  and  resident. 

An  orphan  in  his  boy¬ 
hood,  James  Godfrey  ac¬ 
quired  a  modest  fortune 
by  his  own  force  of  char 
acter  and  diligence  to 
business.  Deeply  inter¬ 
ested  in  town  affairs, 
he  filled  many  offices 
of  trust;  also,  a  Colon¬ 
el  in  the  Vermont  State 
Militia. 

Besides  the  farm,  he 
also  acquired  the  wharf 
and  storehouse  at  Geor¬ 
gia  Landing,  a  thriving 
lake  port  one  mile  west 
of  his  new  house.  Lake 
transportation  at  that 
time  afforded  the  mer¬ 
chants  from  the  surround 
ing  Franklin  County  town 
the  cheapest  way  to  re¬ 
ceive  merchandise,  there 
being  no  railroads  in 
Vermont  at  that  time.

Warren  W.  Dee  began 
life  as  a  twin,  so  small 
he  fitted  into  a  teacup, 
while  his  twin  was  heal¬ 
thy  but  did  not  survive. 

Farmed  the  Sacket 
farm  on  highway  between 
Marine  and  Highland, 
Ill*,  with  his  brother- 
in-law,  Andrew  Sackett. 
Taught  school.  Grad. 
McKendree  College,  Leba¬ 
non,  Ill.;  in  I082  with 
family  migrated  to  Kan¬ 
sas,  first  teaching  and 
farming  about  twelve 
miles  west  of  Wichita, 
near  the  present  town 
of  Goddard.  1889  bought 
farm  across  from  the 
Cairo,  Kansas  townsite. 

There  were  still  many 
buffalo  wallows,  made  by 
buffaloes  lieing  down, 
rolling  in  wet  spots  and 
when  leaving  their  long 
hair  took  some  of  the 
dirt  with  them.  The 
early  settlers  had  plen¬ 
ty  of  buffalo  robes. 

There  were  two  wal¬ 
lows  on  the  farm,  each 


covering  about  two  acres 
Buffalo  horns  were  also 
plentiful  and  their 
chips  or  droppings  was 
a  popular  fuel. 

Became  one  of  the 
most  successful  farmers 
in  the  county,  his  rule 
being  that  the  products 
of  the  farm  could  only 
leave  in  the  form  of 
livestock  or  in  farm  or 
dairy  products. 

He  and  wife  were 
popular  visitors,  as 
they  possessed  a  melod- 
eon — a  small  key  board 
instrument  which  could 
be  taken  in  the  wagon 
to  some  home  for  a  good 
oldfashioned  sing. 

A  Sunday  School  was 
organized  with  his  wife 
and  a  few  neighbors, 
who  later  became  one  of 
the  founders  of  the 
Cairo  Methodist  church, 
which  is  still  flourish¬ 
ing. 

1910,  retired  from 
the  farm  and  bought  a 
house  adjoining  his 
only  son  in  Valparaiso, 
Ind.  His  death  result¬ 
ed  from  stepping  in 
front  of  an  auto  on  Main 
Street,  Valparaiso, 
about  which  his  son  had 
warned  him  two  days  pre¬ 
viously.

James 
and  Hannah  Bate  sold 
their  corn  mill  in  Had- 
dam  to  Simon  Lvnde  of 
Boston,  July  2o,  1677, 
for  L60*  In  May  16, 
1690,  Benjamin  Lynde, 
student  at  Harvard  Col¬ 
lege,  sold  this  mill  and 
mill  right,  ,f including 
the  implements  in  the 
ruins"  to  Samuel  Hough 
of  Saybrook,  millwright. 
In  1695,  Joseph  Rogers 
seems  to  have  been  the 
owner,  and  a  sawmill  was 
then  added. 

James  Bates*  home¬ 
stead  was  the  land  oc¬ 
cupied  in  1900  by  Elders 
Simon,  David  and  Deacon 
Russell  Shailor.  He  re¬ 
presented  Haddam  eight 
sessions  of  the  General 
Court.  On  committee  to 
build  a  meeting  house. 

James  Bate  died  intes 
tate.  The  following  Ag¬ 
reement  of  his  heirs  is 
recorded  at  Haddam  (1:22 
and  is  an  exact  copy  of 
the  record:

River,  under  the  patent 
of  Lord  Say  and  Seal. 
Supposed  to  have  been 
about  eighteen  years  old 

After  Indians  were 
subdued,  and  was  deemed 
safe  to  form  plantations 
at  a  distance  from  the 
fort,  they  proceeded  to 
clear  the  forests  to 
form  a  permanent  settle¬ 
ment.  Family  tradition 
states  that  for  about 
ten  years  after  leaving 
England  he  kept  a  jour¬ 
nal,  burned  about  twelve 
years  after  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  fort, 
and  records  of  those  who 
occupied  it  were  lost. 

A  particular  friend 
of  Col*  George  Fenwick, 
he  was  a  man  of  influen¬ 
ce  in  the  town  of  Say¬ 
brook;  town  clerk  many 
years;  clerk  of  the  Oys¬ 


ter  River  quarter,  and 
filled  many  other  impor¬ 
tant  stations.  Commis¬ 
sioner  for  Saybrook 
many  years,  and  elected 
deputy  to  the  General 
Court  forty- three  times; 
assistant  nine  times. 
Therefore,  member  of 
the  state  legislature 
at  more  sessions  than 
any  other  man,  from  the 
settlement  of  Saybrook 
to  the  present  time.

Feb.  22,  1637,  a  sen¬ 
tinel  in  a  skirmish  on 
the  neck  with  the  Indi¬ 
ans  during  the  Pequot 
war. 

Large  landholder  in 
Saybrook,  East  Haddam 
and  Hebron,  Conn.  He 
settled  on  tract  of 
land  in  Oyster  River, 
two  miles  west  of  Say¬ 
brook  fort,  for  many 
generations  in  the  fam¬ 
ily* 

A  man  of  exemplary 
piety,  and  short  time
